Our 
form of government is not so much that 
of a republic, pure and simple, as it is 
that of a confederation or banding to- 
gether of many republics, for purges 
of mutual protection, assistance and ad- 
vancement; the compact, or bond of

by checks and balances, which restrain 
owe department from usurping the func- 
tions of another department. This con- 
stitution Is made up exclusively of del- 
egated or surrendered pow ers, to be ex- 
ercised alone and solely for the mutual 
benefit of the entire confederation of 
States.

Col. McCreary had a great deal to say 
in denunciation of carpet-baggers. Now 
aoiiie bad men did get in power in the 
South, but it was because ibis old rebel 
element said they would not vote where 
a nigger voted, and failed to 
right of suffrage, and hence 
men were elected. But while you hear 
i Democrats lenounce carpet-baggers, you 
never hear them denounce the infernal 
murderous kuklux. If 1 had had the 
power a few yiars back, I would have 
drowned all the carpet-baggers and ku- 
klux in the land. 

Docs any one propose to nndo what 
has been doue for the negroes? I thank 
God it is out of their power to undo it. 
He referred to all these things because 
Col. McCreary's speech had the effect to 
arouse the Southern clement in his be- 
half. 

He was proud that he was a member 
of the parly who struck loose the shack- 
les (rom the slaves, and gave to them the 
right ul citizenship, suffrage, &c. 

Col McCreary was mistaken if he 
thought he, (Gen. Harlan), was aspiring 
to the Vice Presidency. His sole ambi- 
tion just now was to beat the gentleman 
for Governor of Kentucky. Col. Mc- 
Creary had raised the same cry .''elect a 
Democrat lo office or the country is 
ruined." This was the cry in 1841, and 
has been kept up ever since. 

Did the Southern States consult the 
interest of Kentucky, in 1861, about se- 
cession? Then why should Col. McCrea- 
ry and his friends be so solicitous about 
their welfare now? The game the Ken- 
tucky Democratic politicians play is to 
call the people's attention way off yonder 
to the Southern States, and to the Nation- 
al affairs in order to cover up their evils 
and short comings in home legislation. 

Col. McCreary would have you believe 
that all things are lovely in Kentucky 
and had been since 18G7, but he wou'd 
cho» them tiberWk t. 



He called on Col. McCreary 1 
if he was in favor of repealing the tariff 
laws. He, himself, was in favor of a fair 
tariff for revenue purposes. We have a 
big debt to pay, and he was not in favor of 
a direct taxation to pay it. Gen. Grant 
had reduced the public debt c^er five 
hundred millions during his administra- 
tion. The Republican party had put the 
tariff on luxuries and on men who were 
able to pay it. We've got this huge debt 
to pay that Col. McCreary's party put 
upon us, and how are we to pay it with- 
out a tariff? He called upon Col. Mc- 
Creary to know if he endorsed the Sey- 
mour and Blair platform of 1868,which fa- 
vored equal taxation on every species of 
property, including bonds, Arc. 

He said in 18C8 the sinking fund assets 
were seven millions, and in 1873 it was 
but little over two millions. 

In five years the Democrats had de- 
creased ths sinking fund asset five mil- 
lions, and had only decreased the public 
debt about one and a half millions. In 
other words, they had taken five millions 
sinking fund assets to pay one and a 
half million State debt 

The Democrats had lost a great 
amount annually by reason of defaulting 
sheriffs. He referred to the Auditor's 
agent law, and condemned it He said 
the committee appointed by the Legisla- 
ture reported that the Auditor had paid 
out fourteen thousand for expenses of 
Insurance Bureau, which was not war- 
ranted by law, and yet the Legi«!ature 
had failed to do anything. He said the 
Republicans of Kentucky had not made 
half as much to do over the kuklux out- 
rages as the Democratic journals, and 
read some extracts from the Co\<ri.r-Jour- 
nal'xn reference to it. He said the Legis- 
lature hnd passed resolutions directing 
the commissioners of the sinking fund to 
sell the State stock in the short-line rail- 
road at a time when they could have sold 
at sixty-five cents on the dollar, but they 
refused to do so, and now the stock is 
worthless, and the State has lost one hun- 
dred and forty thousand thereby. The 
Democrats gave away the Green and 
Barren river navigation to a corporation. 

He said that while private citizens were 
made to pay taxes promptly, there was a 
large list of corporations that had not 
paid taxes, in fact out of a list of five 
hundred, not more than half has paid 
up. 

He was for educating the negro chil- 
dren in separate schools, and was not for 
any more tax now, but collect and save 
what we now have levied, and appropri- 
ate it properly, and it will he sufficient 
He is for the common school system re- 
gardless of party, and if his party was to 
go against it, he would abandon h : s patty. 
He referred to the odious rate system of 
tax, which he had opposed, and which Col. 

Z. F. Smith, Superintendent, haj opp«e«<l, 

but the same thing under a different guise, 
had been incorporated in the General 
Statutes. He was opposed to per capita and 
in favor of property tax for school purpo- 
ses. He was offered to a war of one pro- 
fession or business upon another, all av- 
ocations and professions arc necessary 
and right, and are all equally interested in 
and dependent 011 the other. 

He said the Democrats harped upon 
class legislation and abused Congress for 
paying the interest on bonds in gold, but 
Democrats said nothing about the Legis- 
lature of Kentucky in February, 1867, 
voting themselves pay in gold, while com- 
mon laborers were paid in currency. Oh 
no; that was a Democratic measure, and 
they will not denounce that! 

He read from the Courier-Journal about 
the visit of the Kentucky Legislature, 
made to Louisville aud Cincinnati, in 
February, 1870, when they were all on a 
general drunk. 

He supposed Col. McCreary had forgot- 
ten one vols he gave in the Legislature 
In 1871 a committee was appointed to 
get up a reporl in reference to calling a 
constitutional convention; a motion was 
made to discharge said committee from 
any further consideration of the subject, 
and Col. McCreary voted for that motion, 
which killed off any further action in the 
matter that session. The Democratic 
platform was silent upon that question. 
Col McCreary favored the free schools, 
yet his platform is silent ns death on the 
subject. The gentleman says be favors 
immigration, yet his platform says not a 
word about it. 

He wanted a constitulionot conventions 
to cut off special legislation and local 
taxation, and would be in favor of a con- 
vention if for no other purposes than 
these. He charged the Democratic party 
with meeting in convention and not 
daring to open their mouths on these im- 
portant questions, or civil rights, force 
bills, or special payment, <Sc , Ac , but 
said they adopted a platform of glittering 
generalities instead. 

On the question of the civil rights bill, 
he said there were two of them, one 
passed iu 1866, which he endorsed and 
stood by, and which was a necessity, be- 
cause in many States the negro was not 
allowed lo testify, and hence Federal 
courts had to have jurisdiction in such 
cases, in order to protect the negro in his 
righls. 

He read from the other civil rights 
bill, an extract and said he endorsed that 
part of it, and if any man wanted to vote 
against him on that account they would 
have to do so. He doubted the power of 
Congress to pass the last civil rights bill. 
Judge Emmons had so decided, and he 
rather thought Emmons was right. The 
bill don't apply to schools. The Repub- 
licans, white and black, were opposed to 
mixed schools. He is in favor of educa- 
ting the negroes as a matter of policy.

The reputatiou of this region as a 
stockraising country is almost world- 
wide, but the stock has recently been 
driven farther west where the natural 
pasturage is inexhaustible. And then 
hundreds ol thousands of head have du- 
ring the last six months, been driven to 
Kansas and Nebraska, hunting markets. 
This portion of Texas is now settling rap- 
idly, and ibe farmer is convincing the 
stock man that this is an agricultural 
country, and the large herd* of cattle 
have given way to the farms that now dot 
the country, and it is found that all the 
necessaries of life are attainable on the 
rami here, and with less labor, than in 
the older States so noted for agriculture. 
The farming season here is evidently ear- 
ly in. the spring. 

Already the weather is gett'mg too dry 
for garden vejr«rables, but the field crops 
are so far advanced as to be nearly se- 
cured, ar.d the crops are good. 1 have 
come to the conclusion that this 
will do, but there is one thing 
I could hardly understand. tSough I 
may get usod to it yet, and that is: I 
stayed here nearly all winter and saw no 
ice, and no cold weather that a Kentaek- 
ian would call cold, and yet the people 
here seem to suffer nearly as much on 
account of the cool breeze as you do in 
your severe winter weather. This neigh- 
liorhood, (Somerset settlement), is made 
up largely ol Kentuckians, and a more 
noble, intelligent, generous and hospita- 
ble community of people I have never 
met up with. Most ofthese people came 
here at an early day, and are calieJ old 
Texans. And I must confess that it as- 
tonishes me no little to see farmers, par- 
ticularly old Kentucky farmers, manifest 
so little interest in the culture of stock. 
It is seldom you find anything here in' the 
horse or cattle line but the commonest 
stock, with no apparent effort or care to 
improve It. But I am happy to »ay that 
this error is about to be corrected. Some 
of the farmers are even now discussing 
the matter, and have determined to club 
together and send somewhere for im- 
proved cattle the coming fall. This will 
be a step taken in the right direction, and 
is calculated, with a little care and at- 
tention, to lead to magnificent results, 
for no country promises more natural ad- 
vantages for the cultivation of slock than 
this, and iu no other country can stock- 
raising be carried on with so small an 
outlay of capital and labor.

Whitewash i- one of the Mat valua 
Mr article- in the world, when proper 
ly applied. It prevent- not only tin 
decay of wood, but eoiiduri greatly to 
the healthiness of all building-', wheth- 
er wood or stone. Out-buildings and 
tenee-. when not painted, should Ik 
supplied once or twice a year with a 
good coat of whitewash, which should 
Ik prepared in the following way: Take 
a clean, water-tight barrel, or olhei 
suitable cask, and put into it half:; 
bushel of lime. Slack it by pouring 
water over it, boiling hot, and in suf- 
ticient quantity to cover it five inches 
deep, and stir it bri-kly until thorough- 
lv slacked. When mt -lacking ha- 
becn effected, dissolve it in water, and 
add two pounds of sulphate of zinc, 
and one of common salt. These will 
cause the wash to harden and prevent 
its cracking, which give- an unsceni- 
ly ap]>earaiice to the work. If desira- 
ble, a beautiful cream color may be

Tohaeeo Fly. 

The following treatment of tobacco 
plant beds comes highly recommended 
from Virginia: Saturate a handful of 
rags in coal oil and place them in the 
lx)ttom of the bucket to be filled w ith 
land pla-ter. This is soon saturated 
with the odor of oil which is scattered 
over the tobacco plants infe-ted by the 
fly. The plaster acts as a fertilizer a* 
well as to drive off the insect. 

A very g(«Kl Iward fence can l>e 
made by setting the posts say eleven 
and one-half feet apart, and spiking on 
battens, leaving twice the thickness of 
the board* to be used between the bat- 
ten 0 ami the posts.
